BY THE REV. JOHN A. angen 2 D. 


Good resolutions have been and will continue to 
be the habit of mankind wherever the first day 
of January is. observed as the opening of a new 
year. Some people have suggested that the best 
resolution for the new year should take the form 
of a firm determination to abstain from indulging 
in the common practice of doing what this edi- 
‘torial has set out to do. But despite the value 
of such a suggestion I prefer to stay with the 
crowd that makes new year resolutions rather 
than train with the aristocracy of abstainers from 


the common practice. However, I sympathize 


with the idea of an economy of resolutions. A 
preacher once delivered a sermon with so many 
heads that he couldn't find ears for them. Reso- 
lutions, likewise, may be so numerous that they 
lose all the values they were intended to con- 
serve. Therefore I shall make but one resolution 
for 1928. 

I am resolved to cultivate sympathetic under 
standing. The phrase is not new. President Cal- 
vin Coolidge used it significantly the other day in 
his greeting to Col, Lindbergh. “The spirit of 
your mission will be sympathetically understood 
by both Mexico and the United States,” the Presi- 
dent wired. There are two kinds of understand- 
ing. They might be called the scientific and the 
sympathetic. It is common knowledge that phys- 
lology reveals two nervous systems in the human 
body—namely: the cerebro-spinal and the sym- 
pathetic. By means of the first all conscious 
brain work is carried on; by means of the second 
What has come to be called the subconscious ac- 
tivities function. Purely intellectual processes are 
cerebro-spinal; intuitional inspirations are sympa- 
thetic.

i Of the 310 cities covered by the 
survey 40 per cent report the market

cent report a greater activity than 
last year. Selling prices are reported 
higher in 14 per cent of the cities, 
the same as those of last year in 
57 per cent of the cities and lower 
in 29 per cent. : 

All the cities having a population 
of 500,000 or more reperted prices 
to be the same as last year. 

The total number of real estate 
transfers recorded for the country as 
a whole, as indicated in 41 ical 
cities, has been substantially equal to 
the number recorded in 1926, accord- 
ing to the tabulation of official reports 
of the number of transfers and con- 
veyances recorded as made by the 
National Association of Real Estate 
Boards. While the trend of the month- 
ly index of real estate market activity 
compiled by the association from the 
official reports of transfers and con-

“Only four counties in the entire 
state of Michigan have failed, as yet, 
to provide funds with which to co-j} 
opergte with the federal government 
and ‘the state in the cleaning up of 
tuberculosis. The federal fund and 
county funds are ample, but neither 
can be used without state funds, 
which are exhausted. If adequate 
funds had been provided by the last 
Michigan legislature, the entire state 
would be practically free from this 
disease by 1930.

THE INCREASED USE of motor 


trucks in the hauling of live stock 
direct from the farm to the terminal 
markets is indicated in a recent report 
of the nnesota highway department. 
Analysis of one day’s shipments to the 
Inion Stock yards at South St. Paul, 


Minn., shows that on Nov. 29, ship- 


ments were received from 162 towns 
by truck. There were 473 loads, repre- 
senting 648 separate consignments.

No Standard Figure. 


A tune reducing diet can neither be 
too monotonous sor deficient in the

Daniel Boone Had the 
advantage of an early and romantic 
historian to build his legend.

He blazed the way for Henderson’s 
Transylvania through it, even if he 
did not find if. : 

Boone, it is reliably related, first 
heard of Kentucky from John Finley. 
Both were teamsters recruited to get 
the exasperated Gen. Braddock’s sup- 
plies across the Pennsylvania moun- 
tains for him over the way partly 
cut for Washington the year before. 
Finley had been in the blue grass. He 
had heard of its wonders from Indians

which not. In washing glazed 
chintz, it\ is advisable to lay the ma- 
terial on absolutely flat surface.

Under 
the leadership of Capt. William H. Stayton, a man of such 
high tone that even the Anti-Saloon league and the Methodist 
Board of Temperance, Prohibition and Public Morals have 
had to give up depicting him as a gunman, it has proceeded 
| Quietly but immensely effectively, meeting and refuting the 
balderdash of the prohibitionists and exposing the corruption 
and folly of law enforcement. The literature it has circu- 
lated has been sober and reliable. Its speakers have been 
men of unimpeachable position. And it has avoided very 
carefully any ann. with men interested in the liquor 
business.

-SN’°T it odd that man should have 
found it possible to make a strong, 
vigorous plant with roots in the 
ground that it has taken years to 

develop, adopt a spindling little seed- 

ling, and transfer all its vigor to its 
foster child! 

Here is the way it is done. A vigor- 
ous peach tree may be growing in the 
orchard. It is four years old but pro- 
duces very ordinary peaches. This 
man, however, was last year traveling 
in the est and, when his train 
stopped at some way station, he bought 
a basket of peaches. They were the 
best he had ever eaten and so he 
saved the seeds. He planted them and 
the next summer they were growing 
slowly as delicate little plants. This 
man knew it would take six or eight 
years before these plants would come 
into bearing. 

So he decided to give them step- 
mothers to help them along. He took 


them up with balls of dirt about their. 


roots. He went to the four-year-old 
peach tree and scraped out a bit of a 
trough in its bark; he also scaped the 
outer bark from the side of the tiny 
seedling. Then he bound the wounds 
in these two plants firmly together. 


The older tree was getting abundant | 
‘| nourishment from its roots. The se¢ed- 


ling was getting enough nourishment 
from its ball of dirt to keep it going 
for a while. But the trees grew to- 
gether at the wound. Presently the 
seedling began to draw on the older 
tree for nourishment. In the end it got

such a young plant had never grown 
before. In the second year, so full of

This use of the stepmother tree has 
proven a great help to scientists who

By using the stepmother tree in such 
experiments the sicentist can hurry 
nature. He can reduce the time he will 
have to wait between, the different 


stages of the experiment from six 


years to two. Thus is the tedium of 
such experiments lessened. Thus is 
the likelihood increased that the ex- 
periment will be carried through. to 
final results. Thus are the chances 


increased that 10 or 20 years from now Mrs.

The Watauga marker is a memorial 
to the formation of the Watauga Asso-. 
ciation at Watauga Old Fields. 
where,“ as the inscription reads, tlie 
Watauga association was formed in 
1772, being the first place west of the 


Alleghenies where men joined together 
in a written compact for civil gov- 
ernment and the preservation of their 
Meals of government.“ 

The pioneers had come beyond the 
reach. of government. None of its 
functions extended to their new homes: 
Its claims of sovereignty reached them, 
but none of its machinery. For some 
of them it was deliberate escape from 
a North Carolina government which 


had oppressed them, against which 


they had rebelled, which had defeated 
them at the battle of the Alamance, 
which had executed some of their 
leaders, and from which they had with- 
drawn into the mountains. 

In establishing a mode of living 
which would protect order and main- 
tain their principles, they reverted to 
the plan of the Pilgrims in Province- 
town harbor and agreed by compact to 
an order of conduct. The marker car 
ries the names of the thirteen commis- 
sioners elected under this agreement: 
Charles Robertson, James Robertson, 
Zachary Tobell, John Sevier, John Car- 
ter, James Smith?-Jacob Brown, Wu 
liam Bean, John Jones, George Rus- 
sell, James Womack, Robert Lucas, 
and William Tatham,

These were the representatives of 
the men by whom or among whom 
were begun the aborted states of Tran- 
sylvania and Franklin, and by whom 
Kentucky and Tennessee were settled 
and brought to statehood. They also 
guarded the left flank of the revolu- 
tion, and they and other men like 
them stopped the western advance of 
Cornwallis in North Carolina by com - 
ing out of the mountains to defeat 
Ferguson at King’s mountain on the 
South Carolina line.

tives to individuals was valid, that 
the natives had the right to transfer 
eee to private persons without 
he intervention of the state. Virginia 
held that only a state could make 
treaties with Indians and acquire pos- 
session of new territery, and that con- 
sequently no citizen could obtain title 
to lands in which there was a transfer 
of sovereignty. Indian titles could be 
acquired only by government act. 


Henderson found sympathizers in the 
gast. but the revolution was on, and 
states which did not object to Virginia 
losing its pretensions to so much terri 
tory and did not object to Henderson 
creating a new state nevertheless 
could not afford to add more discord 
to the union and confederation for th 
war. 
The price Henderson paid for the 
land was huge for its day, and it was 
honest in the quality of goods which 
represented the sale price, but-the re- 
gion transferred was a real empire. 
The promoter who mixed determina- 
tion with honest dealing was compen- 
sated eventually in a fashion by 
grants of land, but the animosities 
which the state of Transylvania 
aroused have not even now completely 
vanished.

Soaking Beans. 
Eight hours of soaking with water 
to cower, or with two cups of water 
ber cup of beans in the more accu- 
rate formula,*has been a universal 


direction for the little white or navy 


bean. Because of the germ in the 


bean they need to be kept in a cold 
place, or in an overnight soaking, 
or they will ferment. They may take 


up all the water in which they are 
soaked, but if they should not any 
extra shold not be thrown away. It 
is as absurd to do so as to attempt the 
impossible task of throwing away 
what they have absorbed already. 

If they have been soaked in two 
cups of water per one cup of beans, 
two cups more of water will be suf- 
‘ficient for the right type of cooking, 
which is cooking with a cover to pre- 
vent the escape of steam after they 


come slowly to a point where steam 


will be given off. But large beans, 
, can be cooked without any 

soaking at all if they arg. brought 

slowly enough to near a boil. 

Bean Recipes. 

It is difficult to give dependable rec- 
ipes for cooking beans, because people 
will not cook them with the minimum 
fire. It is harder to give the neces- 
sary attention to keeping it so, and 
besides this there has been a lot of 
dead sureness and setness on how to 
do the work without any knowledge 
of the chemical cibmposition of a bean. 

Stewing Beans and Peas. 

Kidney beans, Lima beans, and.green 
split peas, sievéd, make an excellent 
dish of themselves ard a good base for 
other dishes, such as soups, etc. The 
kidney bean, not soaked, can, by the 
method described below, 
cooked as soft and mellow in three 
hours as almost any food needs to be. 
The Lima bean rarely requires 4 long-

‘with the addition of salt, will be

‘more palatable when buttered after 
they are cooked or seasoned with salt, 
or whatever else is used: It is always 
‘possible and sometimes advisable to 
cook a piece of salt pork or bacon 
with the beans. 

With peas cooked English fashion, 
some dried mint is usually added, 
especially if they are to be used for 
a soup. Cooked kidney beans need neo 
special heralding, because they are de- 
‘liclous and almost universally accept 
able. 

Well cooked stewed kidney beans 
are rather handsome and generous

Glazed Chintz Is Both 
‘Practical and | 

‘Charming and Has a 
‘Wide Variety 


By Phyllis | 
NE of the most Sa and 
‘modish fabrics of the seagon is 
glazed chintz in all its crisp 
‘Smartness. When one considers 
the numerous purposes to which it may 
be put, its possibilities as a decorfltive 
‘fabric in the home seem without limit. 
Glaxed chintz has an interesting his- 
tory, for it is an echo, so to speak, of 
the Coming from India origi- 
nally, it was introduced into England 
‘in the early part of the 17th century. 
It met with instant favor; in fact, so 
much 0 that the British government 
— a law (ater repealed) iorbid- 
ding the use of any printed chintzes 
{which were imported from India, Per- 
sia or China, fearing that its popularity 
would be detrimental to the woolen in- 
dustry in England. 
Modern science and industry are 
producing various kinds and qualities 
yor glazed chintz, not the least of which 
is the washable variety. 


‘ing feature of being impervious to dust 
land dirt, it is preferable to select that 
which is washable rather than that 


which is not. In washing ‘glazed 
hints, it ie advisable to lay the ma- 
terial on an absolutely flat surface.

OME time ago, writing in this place, I counselled young- 
sters aspiring to the literary shroud to get and hang 

on to good jobs, and ‘let fall the hint that those who

or selling bonds might very well try bootlegging. There came 
in answer a number of letters from ambitious young authors 
who said that they had done so, and that the profession 
turned out to be less easy and profitable than I had assumed. 
The trouble with it, they all reported, was that competition

I found, on refiection, that my own observation and 
experience supported this complaint, and so I wrote to all 
of the complainants who gave their addresses, withdrawing 
my suggestion and proposing that they try the garage busi- 
ness or the railway mail service, instead. It must be plain, 
indeed, to every one that the palmy days of ‘bootlegging are 
over. There was a time when a fortunate bootlegger, after 
landing a convoy of sound goods, could set his clients to 
hidding against one another for it, and so pile up riches over- } 
night. But today, like everything else American, the busi- 
ness is. highly organized and completely standardized, and 
profits are steadily coming down. | 

Droughts are now almost unheard of, even in New York, 
where the daily demand is colossal. No matter how much 
the trade consumes, the master booticians manage to supply. 
it. But this very perfecting ot their humane art and mystery 
has worked against their own prosperity. They used to de 
gay adventurers, running grave risks but reaping huge re- 
wards. They are now sedate business men, well\ protected 
but facing heavy competition. Every bibber of any notice- 
ble solvency knows at least a dozen reliable ‘booters, and 
when a trade of any proportions is in prospect they do all 
of the bidding. 


Such are the net effects of nearly eight years of law 
enforcement. What was once a form of picaresque sport. 
with overtones of the felonious, is now a sober industry, with 
its recognized trade practices and even the beginnings of a 
code of ethics. Before long, no doubt, it will have its Will H. 
Hays, following the movie industry, and its annual conven- 
tions, and its academy of selected booticians. Already it 
shows the beginnings of public spirit. A practitioner, I am 
told, who de-denaturizes denatured alcohol ineptly and so 
umperils the nobility and gentry, is frowned upon by his 
fellows and the obliging prohibition agents do their best to 
ut him out of business.

Otherwise, they appear to interfere with the traffic very 
little. Everywhere, to be sure, they go through the motions 
of raiding a multitude of petty booters—poor Italian grocery- 
men, Negro peddlers of white mule, yokels with two gallon 
stills, and the like.

standing being molested. If he deals in honest imported 
goods, or in the better varieties of the home made stuff, 
he seems to be quite safe. Even the tabloids have given 
up reporting the imminent snaring of men higher up. 
Tuis reassuring condition of the trade is reflected in 
the growing uneasiness of the prohibitionists, who show 
every sign of intense unhappiness. The Anti-Saloon league, 
once so cocksure and full of fight, now splits into two fac- 
tions, oneyof which bawls for a sharpening of the war upon 
rum and the other of which advocates a long and pianissimo 
campaign of education. I doubt that either faction will get 
anywhere. A U-boat campaign would only cause prohibition 
to be even more unpopular than it is now; its net effect 
would probably be to raise up a demand that all of the Anti- 
Saloon league grand goblins be jailed. And a campaign of 
education, far from converting the country to prohibition, | 
might only debamboozle those who still believe in it. 
* * | 

Such a campaign, indeed, has been going on since the 
passage of the Volstead act, and its effects have been those 
that I have just rehearsed. The number of believers in 
prohibition has very greatly diminished, and the fact is 
shown by the attitude of the newspapers. At the beginning 
the great majority of them were friendly to the dry cause, 
and some of the most influential of them were its eager 
advocates. But now it is hard to find a newspaper of any 
dignity that is not wet. Even in the small towns of the 
south and middle west they are flopping in great numbers. 
The Anti-Saloon league, in the first days, was treated as 
respectfully as the T. M. C. A. or the B. PF. O. E. But today 
it is pretty generally depicted in the press as a brother to 
the Ku Klux Klan, which in fact it really is. ! | 

I believe that the Association Opposed to the Prohibition 
Amendment has had a lot to do with this change. Under 
the leadership of Capt. William H. Stayton, a man of such 
high tone that even the Anti-Saloon league and the Methodist 
Board of Temperance, Prohibition and Public Morals have 
had to give up depicting him as a gunman, it has proceeded 
quietly but immensely effectively, meeting and refuting the 
balderdash of the prohibitionists and exposing the corruption 
and folly of law enforcement. The literature it has circu- 
lated has been sober and reliable. Its speakers have been 


men of unimpéachable position. And it has avoided very 
carefully any association with men interested in the liquor 
business. 

But its time of greatest influence and effectiveness, I 
think, is still ahead. As newspaper after newspaper aban- 
dons the dry cause and comes out for common sense and 
common decency its opportunities to reach the public increase, 
and as the evil consequences of the law enforcement imbe- 
cility become more and more manifest the number of impor- 
tant men who give it aid grows steadily larger. Its roll of 
members, even today, makes that of the Anti-Saloon league 
look pitiful. And it is gathering in new and better ones 

I believe the time is approaching when this admirable 
organization may very well launch into greater pugnacity. 
The drys, as the division among them shows, are beginning 
to wobble, and a sharp attack upon them would be popular 
end draw blood. It is their misfortune that a great many 
cf their most active supporters, both in and out of politics, . 
ere notorious hypocrites. The exposure of these hypocrites 
would do more to finish prohibition than ten thousand acres 
statistics. | 

It is well known to every bootblack and street car conduc- 
tor in Washington that some of the mat violent drys in the 
United States senate are actually devotees of the illicit jug,

and that not a few of them are heavy lushers. There are 
guzzlers, too, among the great editors who still, in a steadily 
cecreasing minority, cling to prohibition. I believe that there 
is sufficient evidence against all of these frauds to justify 
exposing them, and I am convinced that doing it would be 
a public service. . | 

Thus I suggest to Capt. Stayton and his associates that 
they put in some time quietly gathering evidence. It is all. 
ground them in Washington. They know who the frauds 
are, and there are plenty of willing witnesses. A smash m 
that direction would give the Anti-Saloon league a very 
heavy blow. For though the American people suffer rogues 
gladly, I do not believe that they admire liars.

it seems, there were 1,500 or more twelve years ago. There 
are seventy or fewer shows on tour now, if we don’t count 
those engaged in try-out performances with a view of acer 
taining if they be good enough for New-York—or, perhaps. 
Chicago. Moreover, of the seventy or fewer, a third or more 
are housed in but three cities—Chicago, Philadelphia, and 
Boston. The figures seem paradoxical when consid 
ered against the fact that the cost of a seat is far higher than 
it was twelve years ago, that there are more theaters in all 
the large cities, and that the industry of putting on plays in 
New-York has been amplified about two hundred percent in 
that period in order that the seventy theaters in that city 
may be kept open. |

„het must come by farmers turning 
to the task of organizing their 
farms so that they can be operated 
more efficiently. No one seems to doubt 
that farm earnings are so low that this 
nation cannot maintain a stable agri- 
culture. Farmers have the country 
apparently convinced that they should 
et more for their work., but there is 


much debate over the plan of adding tne situation in Michigan, where both |

There is no one to kick where the 
farmer. whittles down his production 
costs and thereby adds to his net prof- 
its. Differences of as much as $5,000 
rear may occur between the net 
earnings of farmers in the same com- 
munity, all because of the way the 
Tarms are organized and operated, ac- 
cording to H. C. M. Case, head of the 


_ farm organization and management de- 
partment, University of Illinois. But 
the earnings on the better farms are 
the result of years of definite effort to 
establish a profitable system of farm- 
ing, Mr. Case finds in reviewing the 
records of farms in the heart of the 
corn belt. 


Based on Facts. 
His views are not based on guesses, 


Woodford county farms in central III 
nois, where he found that usually the 
G@ifference in earnings vary more than 
10 per cent on the investment be- 
tween the high farmer and the low 
farmer in any one year. 

“As an average for the five year 
period, the best farm made 8 1-3 per 
cent more on the investment than 
the farm -with the lowest earnings, a 
farm that lost money. The average 
inVéstment on these farms was $59,225. 
Hence the difference in the earnings 
between the high and low farms com- 
pitted on the average investment 
would amount to approximately $5,000 
fear. For the five year period the 
@ifference would amount to approxi- 
“gaately $25,000,” said this farm man- 
agement expert. 

’ This difference in five years would 
be enough to pay cash for half the 
Cost of a 250 acre farm at $200 an 


Why Profits Accrued. 

The successful farmers followed cer- 
455 principles in farming while those 
leas successful failed to observe them. 
In outlining these principles of fac- 
tors influencing earnings on Ulinois 
farms, Mr. Case finds that good yields 
help reduce costs; the higher profit 
crops should be selected; productive 
livé stock reduce costs; good live stock 
well handled add to the farm income; 
aVailable man labor must be used 
Sdvantageously; the supply of horse 
and mechanical power should fit the 
farm needs; buildings, machinery and 
other equipment costs must be under 
control: production should be planned 
in accordance with market demands; 
@ good farm layout makes for eco- 
nomical operation; a large volume of 
Business is necessary for profitable 
farming, and diversity 7 production is 
desirabie. 

One of the W steps in re- 
ducing production costs and thereby 
adding to the farmer’s income has 
Come about through the use of im- 
proved machinery which is helping to 
eliminate man labor and save crops 
that have previously gone to waste, 
making it possible to do work at the 
Proper ‘time. The greatest improve- 
ment has come about in the harvest- 
ine of grains.

Shortage of Funds 
Halts Michigan 
TuberculosisW ork 


OV. F. W. GREEN officially 
stopped all tuberculosis eradica- 
tion work in Michigan this 
morning because state funds 
have become exhausted. Health au- 


cities and towns that require the tu- 
berculin testing of cattle are deeply 
concerned over phe governor’s action 
and the effect it will have on future 
pure milk supplies. 

Detroit's new milk ordinance, quite 
similar to the one now rigidly en-

This has added to the seriousness of 


the retesting and initial testing work 
has been stopped, making it impossi- 
ble for many of the dairymen with 
qualified herds to repeat the test and 
keep their cows on the approved list 
of such cities as Chicago and De- 
troit, according to authorities.

State Funds Exhausted. 
Only four counties in the entire 
state of Michigan have failed, as yet, 
to provide funds with which to co- 
operate with the federal government 
and the state in the cleaning up of 
tuberculosis. The federal fund and 
county funds are ample, but neither 
can be used without state funds, 
which are exhausted. If adequate | 
funds had been provided by the last 
Michigan legislature, the entire state 
would be practically free from this 
disease by 1930. 

During the last few years Michi- 
gan has been spending $250,000 a gear 
out of the state funds on this project.

No Standard Figure. 

A sane reducing diet can — de 
too monotonous nor deficient in the 
proper food elements. 

Principally, before we besa our re- 
ducing course, I want you to realize 
that figures cannot be standardized. 
A fashion plate figure is not for every 
woman. By that I*mean the illus- 
trated fashion figure. But every 
woman may create a smart figure out 
of the normal weight for her own in- 
dividual self. It profits her not a 
whit K, in excessive reduction, she 
achieves a wilting slenderness, and 
her health, her efficiency, and her 
beauty of face are affected, which in- 


— 


variably happens when less than the 
normal weight is coveted. 7 

To determine your normal weight 
there is A simple rule used in many 
hospitals and generally conceded to 
be a satisfactory method of determin- 
re- ing it. Allow 110 pounds for five feet 
of height. Measure the height with- 
out shoes. Multiply the number of 
inches over five feet by five and one- 
half. This is an approximate weight. 
There may be a variation of from five 
to ten per cent over or below and still 
you may be classed as normal. 

A bit more human test of the proper 
weight for the individual is that at 
which you fee! most fit yourself, most 
energetic, most capable, least crowded 
in your clothes, and best looking in 
the face., Lazy folk, however, I've no- 
ticed, accept this test and pretend it 
fits, though their frames may be con- 
siderably overweighted. 

Two Pounds a Week. 


Our ambition is to take off no more 


than two pounds a week, as that is 


the héalthiest rate at which to elim- 
inate flesh. This is quick enough re- 
duction for the most eager when you 
figure what that will mean at the end 
of five or ten weeks. When you have 
gotten back to your normal weight, 
we want you to sto 
an eye on the bathroom scales and let 
that be your guide at table.

eon, how many helpings or spoonfuls 
‘ef this thing and of that you've beer 
eating. Tha* done, I want you to shave 
every meal down exactly one-third. 
That leaves you more than enough to 
sinile on, with two-thirds of your usual 
intake. But cut down that «tra third. 

If you’ve been having three pats of 
butter at a meal, make it two, Three 
lumps of sugar, make it two. Three 
pieces of toast, make it two. If two 
helpfhes of these food elements, or of 
any others is your usual habit, shave 
the third off. 

And NO EATING BETWEEN 
MEALS. Drink water—but take no 
food. No afternoon nibble and no mid- 
night bite. Absolutely, positively 
nothing Between meals except water. 


Out Down on Liquids. 

Another request I am going to make 
of you for this first week is to go 
without liquid at your meals. No alco- 
hol, of course it is understood, is per- 
mitted in any course of reducing. By 
going without liquid at meals I mean 
coffee drinking, tea drinking, and 
water drinking. 

The reason for this request is that 
the average person eats less when she 
takes no liquid with the meal. And 
another reason is that when you take 
water with your meals the fluid dilutes 
the gastric juice so that there is in- 
sufficient Concentration in the secre- 
tion to digest the foods that are eaten. 
The result is that these foods are com- 
pelled to lie in the stomach longer 
than they should. Then they undergo 
fermentation and give off gases which 
cause bloating. and distension of the 
stomach and give the appearance of

Like many other things which hurt 
people deeply, thoughtlessness is at 
the bottom of this situation. If peo- 
ple would use their imaginations a lit- 
tle, ‘para ‘pain would be spared the 
at large. 

There is an inereeainelt large num- 
ber of people who are adopting chil- 
dren, and I think one of the most seri- 
ous aspects of doing so is this very 
thing—telling them about their parent- 
age. It is one which should be given 
careful and courageous. thought. 

The most usual procedure, espe 
cially if they adopt the child when he 
is a baby, is for the foster parents to 
let him think they are his own parents, 
even though he may be surrounded by 
associates who know that he is not. 

This has great perilg, I think, 
though i is natural, since in all but 
the act Of birth they are his father and 
mother. One peril lies in the fact that 
some one may plant in them, while 
they are little, the suspicion that they 
are adopted. The other Peril lies in 
the moment when they are grown or 
nearly so, and are told the facts of 
their birth by their foster parents. 

They Always Knew 

I have thought about this a great 
deal and it seems to me that it is 
something that migh® be handled in 
another way. At least, it has been 
done in a few cases I know of, and 1 
don't see how any children could love 
parents who bore them any more 
dearly: than these children loved their 
foster parents. 

The way it was managed was that 
the children always knew they were 
adopted. In some cases they did not 
even call their foster parents father 
and mother—though it would be hard 
to deny one’s self the music of these 
names, and not especially necessary, I 
think, These children grew up know- 
ing that the parents they loved so 
dearly were their foster parents. It 
would be a hard thing for many people 
to do, but it is worth thinking about. 
And it has the great advantage that 
neither the child nor his parents can 
be hurt by the thoughtleseness or 
cruelty of grown people or children.

The pioneers had come beyond the 
reach of government. None of its 
functions extended to their new homes.

For some 
of them it was deliberate escape from 
a North Carolina government which 
had oppressed them, against which 
they had rebelled, which had defeated 
them at the battle of the Alamance, 
which had executed some of their 
leaders, and from which they had with- 
drawn into the mountains.

Glazed Chintz Is Both 

Practical and 

Charming and Has a 

Wide Variety of Uses. 
By Phyllis Marsh 


NE of the most attractive and 
modish fabrics of the season is 
glazed chintz in all its crisp 
smartness. When one considers 
the numerous purposes to which it may 


be put, its possibilities as a decorative 
fabric in the home seem without limit. 

Glazed chintz has an interesting his- 
tory, for it is an echo, so to speak, of 
the past. Coming from India origi- 
nally, it was introduced into England 
th the early part of the 17th century. 
It met with instant favor; in fact, so 
much 60 that the British government 
enacted a law (later repealed) farbid- 
ding the use of any printed chintzes 
which were imported from India, Per- 
sia or China, fearing that its popularity 
would be detrunental to the woolen in- 
dustry in England. 

Modern science and industry are 
producing various kinds and qualities 
of glazed chintz, not the least of which 
is the washable variety. Though the 
surface of practicelly any glazed 
chintz has the excellent and redeem- 
ing feature of being impervious to dust 
and dirt, it is preferable to select that 
which is washable rather than that 
which is not. In washing glazed 
chintz, it is advisable to lay the ma- 


Then take a soft cloth or sponge and 
ip it into a bowl of lukewarm water 


mme next step is to apply a little neu- 
tral soap to the cloth or sponge and 
begin cleaning the material in the 
usual manner, working from the top 
down, taking care to remove all the 
soap with each application. 

For the convenience of the home 
decorator who is interested in glazed 
hints and its many uses we will dis- 
cuss how and where to apply it in 
the various rooms of the home. 


For the small, dark apartment di- 
nette we find a perfect panacea in 
glazed chintz. With its brilliant trans 
parency of color and the reflective qual- 
ity of ite surface, it is an ideal drapery 
fabric, capable of transforming the 
most gloomy of rooms into brightness 
and cheer. For instance, in a room of 
Georgian colonial character, a color- 
ful, large patterned semi-glazed chintz 
is most attractive when trimmed with 
a band of plain colored glazed chintz 
and hung from behind a painted 
wooden cornice. Painted wooden poles 
are equally attractive for the less for- 
mal window treatments. 
lt is usually unnecessary to line a 
glazed or semi-glazed chintz, for the 
filtration of light through the fabric 
enhances its brilliancy of color, while 
its particular kind of surface treat- 
ment gives it body» helping to keep 
perfect the folds in the drapery, thus 
eliminating any possible age 
in pearance. Whether anging 
— * chintz from a plain drass rod 
or a painted wooden pole, the heading 
should always be plaited, never shirred. 
Then, we have the smart type of 
littie bedroom that may contain @ 
cheerfully colored enameled suite or 
ene of early American- inspiration in 
ita mellow tones of maple or cherry 
good.

ing table. For upholstering purposes 
glazed chintz is an excellent fabric and 
will be found to stand up admirably 
under hard usage. So for the “easy” 
bedroom chair select a different pat- 
terned glazed chintz to the draperies in 
either a colored or neutral background. 
Then, for the bedroom screen, there 


is no material as economical or as san- 


itary as washable glazed chintz. 


Again, it finds a place in living 
rooms of quaint simplicity and in those 
of elegant and dignified character. A 
simple design. not too large in pat- 
tern and suitable in its various hues, 
as well as color value, should be 
selected for the living room of quaint 
simplicity. However, a living room of 
the latter type may boast a larger 
patterned fabric of more detailed de- 
sign but of colors equally as fitting 
to the type, size and exposure of the 
room. It must be borne in mind that 
if the room is in rather low color 
value, one should not make the mis 
take of selecting a glazed chintz of 
extremely high color value. The con- 
trast will prove too great for the fab- 
ric to harmonize pleasingly with the 
rest of the room. . 

Scarcely anything more dainty and 
practical can be imagined for drap- 


eries in the model kitchen of today 


than a waterproof glazed chintz. In 
its many suitable patterns for this 
purpose and the numerous. ways in 
which it may be made up, no kitchen 
window need look unattractive or 
colorless. If there is a little break- 
fast room just off the kitchen, it, too, 


at the windows and on the breakfast 
table in place of a regular cloth. 
Various ready made glazed chintz 
trimmings are to be had in plain 
colors and figured effects and are 
practically necessary in adding a 
touch of interest and color contrast 
to draperies, table covers, cushions, 
screens, etc. 

In the bathroom, glazed chintz may 
hang at the sides of the window in 
straight style or may be draped back 
with loops of selt-material. A still 
more practical window treatment is 
the glazed chintz roller shade, scal- 
loped and fringed or piped at the bot- 
tom with contrastingly colored chintz 
and colored glass shade pull! Dainy 
ruffied glass curtgins in white with 
colored figures or dots to harmonize 
should be used with this type of 
roller shade. It is quite essential that 
the glazed chintz which is selected for 
the bathroom should be of waterproof 
quality. 

A similar window treatment is 
equally as effective if used in the 
average rear sleeping porch, always 
proving practical, ecopomical, simple 
and decorative.

It is also possible to carry out this 
same effect in a sunroom, especially 
if the home is of the simple bunga- 
low type and the furniture is of 
wicker or reed, either enameled or in 
natural finish. Glazed chintz in tts 
bright colorings lends itself admirably 
to the making of pillows and chair 
cushions for use in a sunroom or on 
the summer porch. 

As a fabric, impervious to dust, it is, 
ideal for making up i-to clothes pro- 
tecting bags. They can be easily mach 
at home and will be found superior 
to the usual type of cretonne bag 
used for the same purpose. It is also 
quite the fashion now to edge clothes 
clobet shelges with plain and small 
patterned glazed chintzes as well as

And Clarence Darrow compacts his 
seventy years of reflections into the 
following paragraphs:

Hospitals, too, have sliding scales 
to fit slim and fat pocketbooks. Gen- 
erally speaking, their charges are rea- 
sonable for the service given. Private 
rooms cost from $7 a day up to what- 
ever the traffic will bear, and there are 
extras that in the case of a single 
baby who sticks around for two weeks 
will easily tear a $50 bill into small 
shreds. 


And if nurses are specially engaged 
for the event, that will mount up to a 
respectable total in a short time. Seven 
dollars a day for one nurse and $2 a 
day for her board makes $63 a week. 
If there are day and night nurses 
that’s twice as much. So it wouldn't 


be difficult for a wealthy parent to get 


rid of $1,500 in the first cost—repre- , 
sented by our $318. 

On the other hand, there is available 
machinery in Chicago, for parents who 
haven't any money at all, to avoid any 
part of this expenditure. Dr. Charies 
D. Parker of the county hospital staff 
tells me that taxicabs and flivvers ar- 
rive at the institution daily with wom- 
en whose children are born within a 
few hours and cared for by the public 
funds. There are even free dispen- 
saries in various parts ogy the city 
where mothers get pre-natal care, ex- 
aminations and advice. If the parents 
are so inclined, a baby may be brought 


into the world for practically nothing. 


All this is explained to show that 
my own figures are not averages and

Tun Curcaco TRIBUNE today an- 
ndfinces a new radio policy—a policy 
which will mean better entertainment 
and better service to she radio listen r. 
This policy, simply stated, is that the 
paper is to inaugurate a schedule of | 


sponsored programs on its station, 
W-G-N. In other words, it proposes 
“to sell time to advertisers. 

~ The radio industry has awakened to 
the fact that its program development 
has not kept pace with the advance- 
ments in other branches ot the art, 
and that, unless it takes immediate 
steps to improve its entertainment and 
service features, its future will be 
threatened. 

High Cost of Production. 


One of the obstacles in the face of 
program gqdVancement has been the 
ever increasing cost of program pro- 
duction. It was only a couple of years 
ao that station directors spent most 
of their time shooing aspiring young 
artists, begging for a chance to be 
heard on the air, out & their affice. 
Now, program standards having been 
raised, they spend most of their time 
trying to get a high quality of enter- 
tainment at a reasonable figure. 
Station owners have come face to 
tac with the fact that the radio au- 
dience is no longer satisfied with the 
usual? run of programs and if listener 
interest is to be maintained, there 
must. be an immediate improvement. 
To make possible this improvement 
and to provide the enormous sum 
necessary to carry it through, THe 
TRIBUNE proposes to make its pro- 
grams partially self-supporting by sell-

TO ASK CONGRESS 
FOR HIGHER WAGE 


Want Shorter Hours 
for Night Men.

| This session of congress will be 
asked to raise the wages of postal 
workers and al 

to improve 85 
working con di- 
tions, according 
to Thomas F. 
Flaherty, the sec- 
retary-treasurer of 
the National Fed- 
eration of Post 
Office Clerks. 


Mr. Flaherty 
said one of the 
leading issues that 
will be brought 
before congress is 
the time differen- 
tial bill for the 
night workers in 
postal service. 

“This legislation. | 
would give night workers a work shift 
of six hours and the pay of eight 
hours,“ said Flaherty. 

Any time between 6 oO'clock in the 
evening and 6 o'clock in the morning 
would be classed as night work.” A 
wage increase of $360 a year will be 
sought.“ f 

Sol Cohen, head of the Chicago Post 
Office Clerk’s union, pointed to the 
necessity of legislation improving con- 
ditions during the seventieth congress. 

“A large percentage of the employés 
in the Chicago post office,“ he said, 
“are night workers who must submit 
to an exacting task that requires 
memory, accuracy and speed. 

Most of them can become proficient 
only after years of study. It is only 
fair to the night workers to reduce 
their work shifts from eight to six 
hours. 

Pay of post office clerks is by no 
means adequate. It has not kept step 
with the wages of millions of workers 
in the competitive industrial field.” 

Complaint will be registered against 
the speed-up practice.

The total number of real estate 
transfers recorded for the country as 


a whole, as indicated in 41 typical 


cities, has been substantially equal to 
the number recorded in 1926, accord- 
ing to the tabulation of official reports 
of the number of transfers and con- 
veyances recorded as made by the 
National Association of Real Estate 
Boards. While the trend of the month- 
ly index of real estate market activity 
compiled by the association from the 
official reports of transfers and con- 
veyances recorded in the 41 typical 
cities has been downward since Feb- 
ruary, 1927, the total number of trans- 
fers represented by the index is prac-

tically equal to any year on record. 
Rentals Show Decline. 


Incoming data for the next monthly 
index indicate that the curve will turn 
upward toward the first of 1928, as it 
has done in ten out of twelve years 
during which the index has been com- 
piled. 

Rentals for all types of dwellings 
show a downward trend, as compared 
with last year, for the United States. 

The large majority of cities reported 
the rents of central business property 
to be the same as or higher than a 
year ago. 

Rents in single family dwellings are 
reported stationary in 66 per cent of 
the cities, higher in 10 per cent, and 
lower in 24 per cent than they were 
at this time last year. Apartment 
rents are reported stationary in 68 per 
cent of the cities, higher in 9 per cent, 
and lower in 23 per cent. Kitchenette 
apartments show a still more stabil- 
ized condition, with rents stationary in 
73 per cent of the cities, higher in 9 
per cent, and lower in 15 per cent. 

Rents in central business property 
are reported stationary in 57 per cent 
of the cities, higher in 30 per cent, and 
lower in 13 per cent. 

Office building rents in central Büsi- 
ness districts are reported the same 
as last year in 78 per cent of the cities, 
as higher in 11 per cent and lower in 
11 per cent, a highly stabilized condi- 
tion. | 

Residence Building. ' 

As to degree of existing overbuilding 
or underbuilding, 30 per cent of the 
cities reporting indicate some oversup- 
ply of business buildings, 13 per cent 
a shortage of this type of structure, 
and 57 per cent a normal supply. In 
single family residences 28 per cent of 
the cities report a shortage, 48 per cent 
‘a normal supply, and 24 per cent an 
oversupply.. 

In apartment buildings 32 per cent 
of the cities report a shortage, 25 per 
cent an oversupply, 43 per cent a nor- 
mal supply. 

The survey shows that the principal 
decline in real estate activity this year 
took place in the subdivision market, 
where 40 per cent of the replies report 
the same activity as last year, 44 per 
cent less activity and 16 per cent re- 
port more activity.

State Funds Exhausted. 
“Only four counties in the entire 
state of Michigan have failed, as yet, 
to provide funds with which to co- 
operate with the federal government 
and the state in the cleaning up of 
tuberculosis. The federal fund and 
county funds are ample, but neither 
can be used without state funds, 
which are exhausted. If adequate 
funds had been provided by the last 
Michigan legislature, the entire state 
would be practically free from this 
disease by 1930. 

During the last few years Michi- 
gan has been spending $250,000 a year 
out of the state funds on this project. 
Legislative hearings attended by farm- 
ers and others from all parts of the 
state were held in Lansing last winter 
to show how $100,000 per year addi-

Handicaps Overcome. 

F. H. Higgins of San Leandro, Cal., 
says that there are three attachments 
to the regular combine harvester- 
thrasher. There is the windrow head- 
er, which-heads the grain, as done in 
the old days, but drops it alongside 
the machine in a neat windrow on top 
of the stubble, where air can pass all 
around it and quickly dry it out. The 
second attachment is a windrow pick- 
up which gently lifts the dried win- 
drew of cut grain when it is ready for 
the combine. It feeds it into the com- 
bine in an endless carpet and func- 
tions as a regular combine. The third 
attachment is a pickup feeder, which 
bandles the bundles or shocks of grain 
where it has been cuf by the binder, 
the knives cutting the bands and the 
feeder mechanism holding back the 
material to feed it evenly into the 
thrashing part of the combine. 

C. D. Kinsman, formerly of Purdue 
university and later with the federal 
department of agriculture, has done 
much of the experimental work with 
these new attachments.

Bear in mind, 
their campaign was not against reduc- 
ing. but against excessive reduction 
and the foolish methods adopted to 
achieve a boyish form.

ly, yet not so widely advertised as 


other systems, is that of induc- 
regurgite.ion after a meal, either 


by drugs or mechanical measures. 
This is a repulsive, harmful method, 
with the stomach an almost sure vic- 
tim of disease. The high colonic irri- 
gations come in the same class of 
health destroyers when indulged in 
with the frequency with which a re 
ducer adopts them. And purgative 
drugs, another of the less advertised 
systems, may lead to disease of the 
intestines most difficult to remedy. 
Starving, of course, leads in the sins 
against the body in the interests of 
the shadowline silhouette. So much 
of fat in the tissues is removed that 
there is no energy left upon which to 
feed. Exhaustion of this reserve tis- 
sue sent more women scuttling to the 
doctor or to hospitals than the records 
will ever be able to show. The fatali- 
ties resulting from starvation diets 
were covered up under the names of 
the diseases the loss of reserve tissue 
. No Standard Figure. 


A sane reducing diet can neither be 
too monotonous nor deficient tm the 
proper food elements. 

Principally, before we begin our re- 
ducing course, I want you to realize 
that figures cannot. be standardized. 
A fashion plate figure is not for every 
women. By that ‘I mean the illus- 
trated fashion figure. But every 
woman may create a smart figure out 
of the normal] weight for her own in- 
dividual self. It profits her not a 
whit tk, in excessive reduction, she 
achieves a wilting slenderness, and 
her health, her efficiency, and her 
beauty of face are affected, which in-

variably happens when less than the 
normal weight/is coveted. 


To determine your normal weight 


there is a simple rule used in many 
hospitals and generally conceded to 
be a satisfactory method of determin- 
ing it. Allow 110 pounds for five feet 
of height, Measure the height with- 
out shoes. Multiply the number. of 
inches over five feet by five and one 
half. This is an approximate weight. 
There may be a variation of from five 
to ten per cent over or below and still 
you may be classed as normal. 

A bit more human test of the proper 
weight for the individual is that at 
which you feel most fit yourself, most 
energetic, most capable, least crowded 
in your clothes, and best looking in 
the face. Lazy folk, however, I've no- 
ticed, accept this test and pretend it 
fits, though their frames may be con- 
siderably overweighted. 


Two Pounds a Week. 


Our ambition is to take-off no more 
than two pounds a week, as that is 
the healthiest rate at which to elim- 
inate flesh. This is quick enough re- 
duction for the most eager when you 
figure what that will mean at the end 
of five or ten weeks. When you have 
gotten back to your normal weight, 
we want you to stop reducing and keep 
an eye on the bathroom scales and let 
that be your guide at table. Once you 
get back to normal, you will have 
learned about foods that can be missed 
for a meal or two without any damage 
to your system, but with a great deal 
of benefit to your figure. .

hol, of course it is understood, is per- 
‘mitted in any course of reducing. By 
going without liquid at meals I mean 
coffee drinking, tea drinking, and 
water drinking. 

The reason for this request is that 
the average person eats less when she 
takes no liquid with the meal. And 
another reason is that when you take 


water with your meals the fluid dilutes | 


the gastric juice so that there is in- 
sufficient concentration in the secre- 
tion to digest the fogds that are eaten. 
The result is that these foods are com- 
pelled to lie in the stomach longer 
than they should. Then they undergo 
fermentation and give off gases which 
cause bloating and distension of the 
stomach and give the appearance of 
overweight. 

If it is humanly impossible for you 
to get through breakfast without a 
cup of coffee, let it be the only meal 
at which you have a liquid; but it is 
better if you can get along without 
it altogether. 

You see, I don’t intend to make it 
too easy for you, because reducing 
isn’t one of the most amuding pas- 
times. Neither is it going to be hard. 
And this first week is going to get 
you in the frame of mind for what 
you will be asked to do next week and 
the week after. . 

Be sure to drink water between 
meals. Six glasses is the minimum 
amount.

Like many other things which hurt 
people deeply, thoughtlessness is at 
the bottom of this situation. If peo- 
ple would use their imaginations a lit- 
tle, much pain would be spared the 
world at large. 


There is an increasingly large num- |. 


ber of people who are adopting chil- 
dren, and I think one ef the most geri- 
gus aspects of doing so is this very 
thing—telling them about their parent- 
age. It is one which should be given 
careful and courageous thought. 

The most usual procedure, espe 
cially if they adopt the child when he 
is a baby, is for*the foster parents to 
let him think they are his own parents, 
even though he may be surrounded by 
associates who know that he is not. 

This has great perils, I think, 
though it is natural, since im all but 
the act of birth they are his father and 
mother. One peril lies in the fact that 
some one may plant in them, while 
they Are little, the suspicion that they 
are adopted. The other peril \lies in 
the moment when they are grown or 
nearly so, and are told the facts of 
their birth by their foster: parents. 

They Always Knew. 
I have thought about this a great 
deal and it seems to me that it is 
something that might be handled in 
another way. At least, it has been 


‘done in a few cases I know of, and I 


don't see how any children could love 
parents who bore them any more 
dearly than these children loved their 
foster parents. 

The way it was managed was that 
the children always knew they were 
adopted. In some cases they did not 
even call their foster parents father 
and mother—though it would be hard 
to deny one’s self the music of these 
names, and not especially necessary, I 
think. These children grew up know- 
ing that the parents they loved so 
dearly were their foster” parents, It 
would be a hard thing for many people 
to do, but it is worth thinking about. 
And it has the great advantage that 
neither the child nor his parents can 
be hurt by the thoughtlessness or 
cruelty of grown people or children.

Alleghenies where men joined together 
in a written compaa for civil gov- 
ernment and the preservation of their 
ideals of government.”’ 


The pioneers had comé beyond the 
reach of government. None of its 
functions extended to their new homes. 
its claims of sovereignty reached them, 
but none of its machinery. For some 
of them it was deliberate escape from 
a North Carolina government which 
had oppressed them, against. which 
they had rebelled, which had defeated 
them at the battle of the Alamance, 
which had executed some of their 
leaders, and from which they had with- 
drawn into the-mountains. 

In establishing a mode of living 
which would protect order and main- 
tain their principles, they reverted to 
the plan of the Pilgrims .in Province- 
town harbor — agreed by compact to 
an order of conduct. The marker car- 
ries the names of the thirteen commis- 
sioners elected under this agreement: 
Charles Robertson, James Robertson, 
Zachary Tobell, John Sevier, John Car- 
ter, James Smith, Jacob Brown, Wil- 
liam Bean, John Jones, George Rus 
sell, James Womack, Robert Lucas, 
and William Tatham, —

These were the representatives of 
the men by whom or among whom 
were begun the aborted states of Tran- 
sylvania and Franklin, and by whom 
Kentucky and Tennessee were settled 
and brought to statehood.

Then 
they add baking soda to do something 
that they ought not need to do, and 
cases have been known of people who 
went on bleaching the beans to dis- 
solve even part of the starch by par- 
boiling them in seven waters, each 
and all thrown away. 
Soaking Beans. 
Eight hours of soaking with water 
to cover, or with two cups of water 
per cup of beans in the more accu- 
rate formula; has been a universal 
direction for the little white or navy 
Because of the germ in the 
bean they need to be kept in-a cold 
place, or in an overnight soaking, 
or they will ferment; They may take 
up all the water in which they are 
soaked, but if they should not any 
extra should not be thrown away. It 


is as absurd to do so as to attempt the 


impossible task of thrdwing away 
what they have absorbed already. 

If they have been soaked in two 
cups of water per one cup of beans, 
two cups more of water will be suf- 
ficient for the right type of cooking, 
which is cooking with a cover to pre- 
vent the escape of steam after they 
come slowly to a point where steam 
will be given off. But large beans, 
especially, can be cooked without any 
soaking at all if they are brought 
slowly enough to near a boil. :

_ Kidney beans, Lima beans, and green 
it peas, sieved, make an excellent 
dish of themselves and ag base for 
other dishes, such as soups, etc. The 
kidney bean, not soaked, can, by the 
method described below, usually be 
cooked as soft and mellow in three 
hours as almost any food needs to be. 
The Lima bean rarely requires a long- 
er time than that and the green split 
pea cooks in about the same time. 
But if a kidney bean is boiled hard 
at the start the protein in it will be- 
come so hard that after a whole day 
of cooking it will not be truly soft nor 
truly good food. The starch in these 
legumes can be reduced almost to a 
jelly. It is easy to get that starchy 
effect with the right cooking with the 
green split peas. Cook slowly and 
without scaking. 
Recipe for Stewing Legumes. - 

Pick over and wash the kidney 
beans, Lima beans, or green split peas. 
Add four cups of cold water for each 
cup of dried legumes. Start them to 
cooking over a fire so small that the 
water will not reach the bdéiling point 
for an hour. This Is really a quick 
soaking process, but for large beans 
and perhaps for small oftes it is not 
too quick, because the skin of the 
bean will not be broken by it. 

As soon as the water has reached 
the boiling polfit let it simmer for 
three hours, the utensil closely cov’ 
ered. Then the beans should be ten-

Practical 
Charming 
Wide Variety

Glazed chintz has an inte 
tory, for it is an echo, so to 
the past. Coming from India origi- 
nally, it was introduced ini England 
in the early part of 
It met with instant favor; in fact, so 


much 60 that the British government 
enacted a law (ater repealed) farbid- 


ding the use of any printed chintzes 


‘which were imported from India, Per- 
sia or China, fearing that its popularity 
would be detrimental to the woolen in- 
dustry in England. 
Modern science and industry are 
producing various kinds and qualities 
- of glazed chintz, not the least of which 
is the washable variety. Though the 
gurface of practicelly any 
chintz has the excellent and redeem- 
ing feature of being impervious to dust 
and dirt, it is preferable to select that 


which is washable rather than that 


which is not. In washing glazed 
chintz, it is advisable to lay the ma- 
terial on an absolutely flat surface. 
Then take a soft cloth or sponge and 
dip it into a bowl of lukewarm water 
and wring it out almost dry. Then 
the next step is to apply a little neu- 
tral soap to the or sponge and 
begin cleaning the| material in the 
usual manner, working from the top 
down, taking care to remove all the 
soap with each application. : 

For the convenience of the home 
decorator who is interested in glazed 
chintz and its many uses we will dis- 
cuss how and where to apply it in 
the various rooms of the home. 


For the small, dark apartment di- 
nette we find a perfect panacea in 
gland chintz. With its brilliant trans 
parency of color and the reflective qual- 
‘ity of its surface, it is an ideal drapery 
fabric, capable of transforming the 
most gloomy of rooms into brightness 
and cheer. For instance, in a room of 
Georgian colonial character, a color - 
ful, large patterned semi-glazed chintz 
is most attractive when trimmed with 
a band of plain colored glazed chintz 
and hung from behind a painted 
wooden corniee. Painted wooden poles 
are equally attractive for the less for- 
mal window treatments. 

It is usually unnecessary to line a 
giazed or semi-giazed Chintz, for the 
filtration bf light throwgh the fabric 
enhances its brilliancy of color, while 
its particular kind of surface treat- 
ment gives it body, helping to keep 
perfect the folds in the drapery, thus 
eliminating any, possible 
in appearance. Whether hanging 
* from a plain brass rod 
or a painted wooden pole, the heading 
Should always be plaited, never shirred.

colored glazed chintz to match the 
trimming on the draperies and dress- 
ing table. For upholstering purposes 
glazed chintz is an excellent fabric and 
will be found to stand up admirably 
under hard usage. So for the “easy” 
bedroom chair select a different pat- 
terned glazed chintz to the draperies in 
either a colored or neutral background. 
Then, for the bedroom screen, there 
is no material as economical or as san- 
itary as washable glazed chintz. 

Again, it finds a place in living 
rooms of quaint simplicity and in those 
of elegant and dignified character. A 
simple design, not too large in pat- 
tern and suitable in its various hues, 
as well as in color value, should be 
selected for the living room of quaint 
simplicity. However, a living room of 
the latter type may boast a larger 
patterned fabric of more detailed de- 
sign but of colors equally as fitting 
to the type, size and exposure of the 
room. It must be borne in mind that 
if’ the room is in rather low color 
value, one should not make the mis- 
take of selecting a glazed chintz of 
extremely high color value. The con- 
trast will prove too great for the fab- 
ric to harmonize pleasingly with the 
rest of the room. 

Searcely anything more dainty and 
practical can be imagined for drap- 
eries in the model kitchen of today 
than a waterproof glazed chintz. In 
its many suitable patterns for this 
purpose and the numerous ways in 
which it may be made up, no kitchen 
window need look unattractive or 
colorless. It there is a little break- 
fast room just off the kitchen, it, too,

A still 
m practical window treatment is 
the glazed chintz roller shade, scal- 
loped and fringed or piped at the boi- 
tom with contrastingly colored chintz 
and a colored glass shade pull. Dainy 
ruffied glass curtains in white with 
colored figures or dots to harmonize 
should be used with this type of 
roller shade. It is quite ntial that 
the glazed chintz which is selected for 
the bathroom should be of waterproof 
quality. 

A similar window treatment is 
equally as effective if used in the 
average rear sleeping porch, always 
proving practical, economical, simple 
and decorative. 


It is also possible to carry out this 
same effect in a sunroom, especially 
if the home is of the simple bunga- 
low type and the furniture is of 
wicker or reed, either ‘enameled or in 
natural finish. Glazed chintz in its 
bright colorings lends itself admirably 
to the making of pillows and chair 
cushions for use in a sunroom or on 
the summer porch... 

As a fabric, impervious to dust, it is 
ideal for making up i-‘o clothes pro- 
tecting bags. They can be easily made
